Fugitive Spy, 
Soblen, Dies 
From Overdose 


LONDON (AP^Dr/ Robert A. 


Soblen died today. ; 


A 
hospital1 
spokesman 
said 


death came to/the fugitive spy at 
10:40 a.m.—4:40 a.m. EST—in the 
ward where he had lain uncon- 
scious since last Thursday. 


LONDON (AP) — Fugitive spy 


Robert A. Soblen died in a London 
hospital today and escaped the life 
sentence that awaited, him in a 
U.S. federal prison for wartime 
espionage for the Soviet Union. 


Soblen, died in Hillingdon Hospi- 


tal, where he had lain unconscious 
since last Thursday. He had taken 
an overdose of barbiturates just 
before he was removed from Brix- 
ton Prison for deportation to the 
United States. 


Dr. Cyril Barnes, who was in 


charge of Soblen's treatment, told 
newsmen Soblen's death was due 
not to the drugs he had taken but 
rather to "exhaustion 
following 


convulsions and damage to the 
brain, presumably caused by hem- 
orrhage." 


Barnes explained 
that Soblen 


had taken a quick-acting barbitu- 
rate! and "it, had been eliminated 
from the body chemically 24 hours 
before death." 


Barnes said Soblen's wife, Dr. 


Dina Soble, a psychiatrist like her 
husband, was at his bedside when 
he died. She flew to London and 
had; been at the hospital with him 
since Friday. 


"Just before 10 a.m. there was 


a severe turn for the worse, 
Barnes said. "Death did not oc- 
|cur suddenly, but came as his 
strength gradually failed." 


Later, Soblen's wife was admit- 


ted to the hospital as a patient. 
A spokesman said she was being 
treated for shock. 


The death of the 
61-year-old 


New York psychiatrist ended a 
10-wek battle to escape deporta- 
tion to the United States, where 
he faced a life sentence as a war- 
time spy for the Soviet Union. 


Soblen took an overdose of bar- 


biturates apparently just before 
he was put in an ambulance last 
Thursday to be taken to a plane 
for the United States. 


En route to London Airport he 


lapsed into unconsciousness in the 
ambulance. At the airport he was 
transferred to another ambulance 
and rushed to nearby Hillingdon 
Hospital. 


He never regained conscious- 


ness, and on Saturday he devel- 
oped convulsions which persisted. 
His doctors said this was evi- 
dence of brain damage, apparent- 
ly resulting from a shortage of 
oxygen. The doctors explained the 
overdose of barbiturates reduced 
the supply of oxygen to the brain 
and 
probably caused 
a 
brain 


hemorrhage. 


Soblen was a physician afflicted 


with 
an 
incurable disease; 
a 


naturalized 
American 
convicted 


of biting the hand that gave him 
shelter: a Communist who admit- 
ted support of the left wing in 
politics throughout Worl'd War II. 


He denied vehemently that he 


ever engaged in espionage, "or 
anything remotely connected with 
it."

MOSCOW (AP) - The' Soviet 


government warned the United 
States today that an attack on 
Cuba would be the beginning of 
a war that might turn into a 
world nuclear war. 


In a statement read to a spe- 


cial Foreign Office news confer- 
ence, the Soviet government ac- 
cused the United States of stag- 
ing provocations "which might 
plunge the world into the disaster 
of a universal world war with the 
use of thermonuclear weapons." 


"One cannot now attack Cuba 


and expect that the aggressor will 
be free from punishment for this 
attack," the statement continued. 
"If such an attack is made, this 
will be the beginning of unleash- 
ing war." 


The statement appealed to the 


United Stales "to display common 
scnce, not to loose its; self-control 
and soberly to assess what its ac- 
tions might lead to if it unleashes 
war." 


It said the Soviets would not 


follow the path of the 
United 


States in calling up 150,000 re- 
servists.

Missile Subs 
to Be Based 
at Guam 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Navy 


announced today it will base Po- 
laris missile submarines at Guam 
strategically located in the mid- 
Pacific about 1,800 miles from 
Red China. 


The announcement gave no date 


for moving the nuclear-powered 
subs into the Pacific, but (he 
Navy time table reportedly calls 
for posting the first of them off 
Red China by late next year. 


The action will make the Asian 


flank of the Communist world vul- 
nerable to 1,400-mile range hydro- 
gen bomb-tipped rockets carried 
by subs. 


Each Polaris sub mounts 16 of 


the missiles and Adm. Roy S. 
Benson, Pacific sub force com- 
mander, said last June as many 
as 10 Polaris subs will be ranging 
the Pacific within two years. 


The Navy announcement said 


that Apra Harbor at Guam will 
be the home port for a missile 
submarine tender like the Proteus 
which is now moored at Holy 
Loch in Scotland. 


The Proteus serves the U.S. 


submarines which are on patrol 
tn the North Atlantic within strik- 
ing range of Russia and the rest 
of Communist Europe. 


The United States now has nine 


Polaris subs in commission out of 
a planned 41. 


Next year, another nine of these 


subs are due to join the fleet. 


The Proteus is due to be re- 


placed by a newly commissioned 
sub tender Htmley late this year 
or early next. 


At that time, the Proteus would 


be available for possible move- 
ment into the Pacific after some 
overhaul work 
in 
the United 


Stales. 


In addition a third sub tender, 
he Holland, is being built at Pas- 
agoula, Miss. Plans call for it 
o be ready in about a year.

Graveyard 
for Autos 
Ruled Void 


LITTLE ROCK (Ap)-The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court declared 
unconstitutional today a 1955 law 
prohibiting operation of automo- 
bile graveyards within a half-mile 
of a paved highway. 


Reversing the decision of the In- 


dependence County Circuit Court 
Justice Paul Ward said the act 


i obviously was designed to protect 
the motoring public from unsight- 
ly junkyards. But, he said the 
law is unreasonable and arbitrary 
in that it does not afford operators 
an opportunity to protect their 
businesses. 


Richard D. Bachman of Bates- 


ville appealed the case from the 
Circuit Court. He had been con- 
victed in Batesville Municipal 
Court for maintaining a wrecking 
yard within 500 feet of Highway 


69 near the city/. 


Ward said operators were li- 


able to a penalty whether the 
junked cars could be seen or not. 
Because of this, he said, the act 
bears no relation to the purpose 
intended.
